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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -34 are pending. 



Election/Restrictions 
1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-5 and 10-15, and 33 are drawn to a recommender for usage in a 
data mining system comprising a scoring engine capable of scoring 
information using at least one data mining model that derives scores from 
aggregated data, classified in class 707, subclass 10. 

II. Claims 6-9 are drawn to an information handling method comprising of 
constructing aggregates for a case set, classified in class 707, subclass 5. 



III. Claims 16-20 and 34 are drawn to an information handling method 
comprising of creating simple aggregates using a simple aggregate wizard 
comprising selecting a record-set to be aggregated from a list populated 
with all objects in a context class, classified in class 707, subclass 5. 

IV. Claims 21-32 are drawn to an information handling apparatus comprising 
an aggregation wizard further comprising of a first list populated by 
elements of structure and by a derived method that takes class of the 
structure as a parameter, classified in class 717, subclass 106. 
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2. Inventions Groups I, II, III and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as 
usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not 
overlap in scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one 
subcombination is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination Group I has 
separate utility such as a data mining system comprising of a scoring engine, an offer 
manager, an aggregation engine, a user interface, and at least one aggregate wizard. 
Subcombination group II has a separate utility such as an information handling method 
comprising of constructing aggregates, computing aggregates, and iteratively mining 
data. Subcombination group III has a separate utility such as an information handling 
method creating simple aggregates. Subcombination group IV has a separate utility 
such as an information handling apparatus comprising of an aggregation wizard. See 
MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
